In addition, numerous 
radio and television tributes to Scouting 
are planned during Scout Week.

Council Woodbadge 
Training Is Part of 
World Fellowship 


The Chicago Council will conduct a 
Woodbadge training course this summer 
at Valley View marking the third succes- 
sive year for such courses in this Council. 
It is one of only three Councils in Region 
Seven which have been accredited to con- 
duct their own Woodbadge Courses. The 
Course lasts eight days and is a rugged 
outdoor experience in living the patrol 
method and learning all Scout skills. 

Candidates for the course, which is 
limited to 32 men, must have demonstra- 
ted outstanding volunteer leadership 
ability and must sign an obligation to 
serve in district and Council training 
courses for a period of at least six months. 

Woodbadge training was started in 
1919 in England by Sir Robert Baden- 
Powell, founder of Scouting. The training 
consists of three parts. All candidates 
first take the rugged eight day practical 
camping course. Then they complete a 
series of written questions and projects, 
and apply their knowledge over a six 
month period of service. Woodbadge 
Beads, replicas of the original beads pre- 
sented by Baden-Powell to the graduates 
of the first Woodbadge Course, are pre- 
sented to those who successfully complete 
the course. The Chicago Council has had 
83 men successfully complete all the steps 
for the Woodbadge Beads. You can find

Tax Deductible 
Scouter Expense 


Recognizing that many of you spend a 
considerable amount of out-of-pocket 
money in behalf of Scouting we remind 
you that the following are deductible 
items for income tax purposes according 
to the 1954 Code of the Treasury Depart- 
ment provided you substantiate them with 
adequate records: pocket transportation 
expenses to and from Scouting events and 
meetings, uniforms, insignia and their 
maintenance and cleaning, actual unreim- 
bursed expenses when attending conven- 
tions, training conferences, regional meet- 
ings and events outside the Council in- 
cluding transportation, and reasonable 
expenditures for meals and lodging while 
away from home, contributions, station- 
ary, mailing, telephone, serving of re- 
freshments at meetings, cost of training 
literature, equipment and supplies.

One of the oldest Scout camping grounds 
in America, the Owasippe Reservation, 
is due to receive a major face lifting if 
the Camp Capital Campaign is brought 
to a successful conclusion. The camps are 
located near Whitehall in Muskegon Coun-

ty, Michigan. This year will be the 50th 
year of Scout camping at Owasippe. 

Through a program of careful main- 
tenance all the original buildings, many 
over 40 years old, have been kept service- 
able through their years of hard usage by 
thousands of Scouts. These buildings need 
to be supplemented by new ones to take 
care of the increased needs created by ad- 
ditional campers, 


Land Expanded to 10,000 Acres 


The Council Executive Board has ac- 
quired an additional 8,200 acres which 
added to the 2,700 acres used over the 
years will make a wonderful base of over 
10,000 acres to develop the camp. 

A long range plan of development has 
resulted from five years of careful study. 
The contributions of Chicagoland people 
will provide for economical expansion of 
facilities so greatly needed. 


Six New Section Camps 


Six new section camps will be estab- 
lished, Each section camp will have 12

troop campsites, increasing the camp 
capacity from 4,000 to 6,000 boys. Four 
of the six new section camps will have 
double-purpose swimming pools designed 
to permit total use by two troops at the 
same time while preserving unit identity. 
The section camps will be served by chap- 
els, rifle and Mo-Skeet ranges and will 
have access to a canoe base. 


Central Service Facilities 

Central service facilities will be pro- 
vided in order to achieve maximum effi- 
ciency and economy of operation. Cen- 
tralization of basic camp services elimin- 
ates costly structural and operational 
duplications and permits flexibility of 
choice as to housing, feeding and fee 
structure. 


Leader Housing 

Adequate staff facilities will be pro- 
vided to attract qualified and more effec- 
tive personnel. The Council’s adult 
volunteers who give unstintingly of their 
time and energy throughout the year will 
be provided with adequate facilities for 
their families at camp so that those who 
might otherwise be unable to attend camp 
because of family vacation plans will be 
attracted to Owasippe.
